Free Economy 


“Whatabout our economy and 
the trends as«you see them?” 
' “A fully regulated economy 
would: destroy us. I want to 
‘preserve this country and its op- 
portunity for the children of our 
time and others to come. A free 
economy such as we have is 
unique and has a dglicate bal- 
ance not generally understood. 
The peeple who founded it came 
to escape the burden of large 
standing armies and of high, op- 
pressive taxes, regulations and 
sunemployment. They built on 
the raw.materials the Lord put 
here, an economy which is built 
on the constant production of 
new values. We must continue 
to produce new values and new 
jobs to maintain the expanding 
population and especially the in- 
creasing concentration of it in 
urban areas. The genius of our 
economy has been that we would 
find ways to produce a greater 
volume of good consumer goods 
at lower prices or at least of the 
same price but with better qual- 
ity. 

“The 


at 


miners’ union in this 
country never opposed machines 
as did the British unions. We 
demanded more equipment and 
machines knowing that if more 
coal were produced we could get 
better wages, improved working 
conditions and shorter hours. We 
knew also that more coal would 
mean more industry and more 
jobs—new values. In Britain they 
produce one ton of coal per man 
per working day and Britain’s 
future is clouded because she 
cannot come up with i1ew values 
by expansion and_ production.

“In this country,” he said, “we 
have developed into a nation of 
specialist .

There are no leaders who 
can speak for the people as a 
whole. That has left to the politi- 
cian the field of leadership. And 
he more often than not un- 
trained for it.

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Schools or Filling Stations? 


We must decide now whether to build 
that filling station or whether to sacrifice 
this type of project temporarily for our 
children’s and the nation’s future. It is 
obvious that additional steel can be found 
for school eonstruction. Throughout the 
nation, commercial building is at an all- 

time high. 

| The mounting birthrate, the school- 
building lag caused by depression, then 
war, and the slow process of voting bonds, 
of finding means of financing school build- 
ings have presented us with a crisis. All 
over the nation communities are trying to 
meet the need before it is too late. 

As Rep. Howard K. Smith of Virginia 
says: “A year’s delay on a large theater or 
filling station isn’t vital. A year’s delay on 
a school building is.” 

Contractors are being forced to halt con- 
struction on many school projects. Cobb 
County’s school superintendent, W. P. 
Sprayberry, points out that this is the case 
in his county. They hesitate to enter 
bids. on other needed projects when they 
are uncertain whether the steel will be 
available. This is the national picture. 

Here in Georgia the University System’s 
$20,000,000 building program is threatened 
by the reduced steel allocation. Lack of 
steel will delay or prohibit the letting of 
$8,000,000 worth of badly needed buildings. 
It threatens to halt work on the $12,000,000 
worth of buildings already under con- 
struction. 

The state’s elementary school building 
program, still im the planning stage, can- 
not be activated unless steel is available. 

Manly Fleischmann, NPA administra- 
tor, has agreed to review steel allocations 
with a view to increasing the amount for 
schgol construction.

Much to-do has been made over the fact 
that millions of tons of steel have been allo- 
cated for auto production. If steel for autos 
were cut back, it would have little imme- 
diate effect on the building of schools. 


Autos use sheet steel, useless to schools,. 


which must have structural steel and tie 
bars used for concrete formation. 


Manufacturing facilities for sheet steel 
cannot be diverted to production of steel 
bars. The need for schools can be met only 
through diverting steel from production 
facilities already in existence for struc- 
tural steel or else through new plants. To 
get it now, steel must come from allo- 
cations for commercial construction, rail- 
ways, highways and some types of defense 
construction. 


Demands for structural steel to meet 
defense and other needs came to 223 per 
cent of the entire output in the last quar- 
ter of this year. Although school needs 
are less than one per cent of the entire 
output, they amount to 14 per cent of 
the entire supply of steel bars for the quar- 
ter. It is expected that the demand of 
defense construction will be largely met 
late in 1952, alleviating the present short- 
age. In the meantime, the school-building 
program will continue to suffer unless steel 
for commercial uses is diverted to it. 

Let’s decide whether we want school 
buildings and a stronger citizenry for the 
future, or whether we must have that fill- 
ing station, theater or apartment house 
now. 

Business expansion is important. How- 
ever, it is more important to have a citi- 
zenry which in future years can assure this 
business a firm foundation of character, 
ability, efficiency and customers.

Humiliation Is Not the Intent 


Governor Talmadge has issued a direc- 
tive, in keeping with a new national regu- 
lation, opening welfare rolls to public 
inspection. 

The intent and purpose of the national 
regulation, it seems to us, is to prevent 
abuses in administration of public welfare 
which have burst into open scandals in 
many sections of the country. We do not 
believe the intent of the regulation is 
that it be used as a means of humiliating 
any citizen or his family through publi- 
cation of welfare rolls in the newspapers. 
Neither do we believe that it is wise to 
open the rolls to the public for any indi- 
vidual’s personal or political uses. 

We do not believe that the newspapers 
themselves wish to publish the rolls. They 
have crusaded against keeping them secret 
as a protection against abuses—not for the 
sake of publication itself. Excesses in pub- 


lication of welfare rolls will lead to greater 
political interference with the work of our 
trained welfare personnel than we have 
now—making the cure worse than the 
disease. 

The Georgia Legislature should take 
action at its coming session to make the 
rolls available to grand juries and legis- 
lative committees only, with power in- 
vested in them by the people to serve as 
watchdogs against abuses. We believe that 
such a law will be the means of removing 
the chiselers, the dead-beats and others 
who have no legal or moral right to a 
government dole each month. 

We should not, however, invite unnec- 
essary tampering with the work of our 
painstakingly trained welfare workers and 
boards by exposing them to pressure 
from anyone wishing to use the rolls for 
vindictive or vote-getting purposes.

Jesse Jones’ Book 


Unfair to FDR 


WASHINGTON—In his book “Fifty Billion 

Dollars,” Jesse Jones, former RFC head and 

— former Secretary of Commerce, does the late 

President Franklin D. Roosevelt a grave historical injustice in 

someeof the charges he makes about his eagerness to get us into 

World War II. 

Writing with the obvious prejudice of a man who was ousted 

from the Roosevelt cabinet, Mr. Jones had this biting remark to 
make about the late President: 


“Regardless of his oft-repeated statement, ‘I hate war,’ he was 
eager to get into the fighting since that would insure a third term. 
. . « He had no intention of leaving the White House until voted 
out—or carried out.” 

These are harsh .words coming from a man of Mr. Jones’ 
station. Hardly anything worse has been said by some of the 
former President’s bitterest and most irresponsible critics. The 
implication is that Mr. Roosevelt maneuvered to get us into the 
war, with an eye to giving him an excuse for seeking a third term. 
It is one of the angles explored fully by the Pearl Harbor investi- 
gating committee without any semblance of supporting evidence. 


Mr. Jones’ writings stamp him as a sour and embittered man 
who still nourishes a feeling of frustration over his ouster from the 
Roosevelt cabinet. He was removed by the President at the 
beginning of his fourth term to make room for former Vice- 
President Henry Wallace, who had been defeated for renomination. 


No Idea Nor does the Texas man show any true concept of 

the real causes which brought us to support the 
Allied side before our final entry into the war. Speaking of the 
aid we gave Russia in war supplies, he recorded that “This cost 
the American people more than $11 billion in money, materials 
and equipment, and that was only a starter. Better he had let 
Hitler and Stalin destroy each other.” 


At the time we threw our support to Russia in the way of 
Lease-Lend supplies, we were guided by a profound fear that 
Germany, if victorious in Europe, would next turn on us as the 
only power left in the path of world domination, which was 
Hitler’s aim. We not only wanted Russia preserved as a needed 
ally, but we required time in which to build up our defenses. 

Mr. Jones speaks with a hindsight gained from the intervening 
years. It is all right for him to say what he does now, but no 
thinking person was in favor of taking the risks involved then. 

Also the future historians of our time are unlikely to place any 
credence in his statement that after our entry into the war Mr. 
Roosevelt began to see himself as “a great world figure of all time, 
a Caesar maybe, or an Alexander the Great.” In none of his 
dealings at home or abroad did the President ever show such 
tendencies. 


The former cabinet officer must have had an inflated egotism 
to be able to write that, “In no sense did I feel his superiority over 
other men except that he was President and the greatest poli- 
ticlan our country has ever known, and ruthless when it suited his 
purpose.”

Welfare Rolls 


And Population 


The tiniest county in Georgia had-105 per- 

sons on the relief rolls during the past fiscal year. 

Of all the 159 counties in this state, little Chat- 

tahoochee County (which has been largely absorbed by Fort Ben- 
ning) had the smallest number of persons receiving public assist- 
ance. The fact that this little county had more than 100 on relief 
shows the extent to which the welfare program is affecting this state. 


But this little county didn’t have as poor a record as did big 
Fulton County, the metropolitan center of Georgia. Fulton had 
17,363 persons on the relief rolls. 

The welfare program reversed the pattern of the county unit 
system of vote weighing in the cases of Fulton and Chattahoochee 
Counties. Under the vote system, one aitizen in little Chatta- 
hoochee County has 124 times as heavy a vote as does the citizen 
of big Fulton. Under the need program last year, a citizen of 
Fulton County got more relief than did a citizen of Chattahoochee 
County. 

One out of every 28 Fulton Countians was on the relief rolls. 
Only one out of every 121 Chattahoochee Countians received aid. 
Chattahoochee County, with 105 on the relief rolls, had a popula- 
tion of 12,149. Fulton, with 17,363 on the rolls, had a population of 
473,572. As could be expected, the counties with the most people 
had the most on relief. It seems that the percentages also dif- 
fered, too, however. 


Average Donations 1 state, federal and local govern- 

ments gave $15,457 to needy aged in 
Chattahoochee County. They distributed $1,061 to needy blind and 
$9,588.50 to dependent children. This made a total of $26,106.50, 
or an average of $20.82 for each person on the rolls. 


On the other extreme, $3,243,582.50 was given to the aged in 
Fulton County. The blind here received $115,664 and dependent 
children got $1,676,946. This made a total of $5,036,192.50, or an 
average of $24.17. 

Four counties received more than $1,000,000 each in relief bene- 
fits for their citizens during the year, the annual audit just released 
shows. Bibb County had 4,185 on relief polls and received $1,160,- 
028.50 for them. Chatham had 5,463 and received $1,630,309. 
DeKalb had 3,634 and received $1,040,866.50. Fulton had 17,363 
and got $5,036,192.50. 

One person out of every 38 in DeKalb was on the relief rolls 
last year. One out of every 31 in Cobb County received aid. 
DeKalb, with 3,634 on the rolls, had a population of 136,395. Cobb, 
with 1,975 on rolls, had a population of 61,830. Cobb received a 
total of $532,342.50 in assistance.

Bevan’s Way Is That of Appeasement 


LONDON—The scene is a huge dance hall, decorated with vaguely Latin murals, in this grimy 


industrial town. 


On the platform, facing the tight packed crowd is a heavy man with a half- 


angry, half-amused expression on his broad, pink face. This is Aneurin Bevan, the Labor rebel 
often described here as “the next prime minister but one,” and certainly one of the two or three 
most interesting political figures in England. What manner of man is this, the former coal miner 


who aspires to the office once held by a Cecil, a Pitt, a Disraeli, a Churchill. 


He looks, oddly, 


rather like a bad little boy—his thick gray hair is brushed like a little boy’s, straight out from the 
part, as his mother might have brushed it in the dreary Welsh mining town where he was born. And 
he has something of the wicked humor and the brimming vitality of a small boy. 


As soon as he begins to speak, it is clear that 
he has something else—that rare electric quality 
which brings his listeners to the edge of their 
seats. anxious not to miss a word. He starts 
quietly, in his musical Welsh accent, with a few 
jokes—his face is not pretty, he says, but at least 
the audience can see he has no horns on his fore- 
head. Then he begins to talk with an oddly in- 
tellectual seriousness, using phrases like “our 
collective reaction to the external situation.” 


The Tory hecklers smuggled into the hall 
soon get to work, and Bevan abruptly changes 
his tone. “Oh, sit down, Moustache,” he 
shouts at a heckler, or at a strident lady 
Tory, “I can’t abide meat twice cooked or a 
nattering woman.” “What about Abadan?” 
one heckler yells. “I am coming to Abadan,” 
Bevan shouts back, “and sooner than you'll 
like.” Then he comes to Abadan. 


The Conservatives don’t want war, he says, 
with an air of sweet reason. No sane man wants 
war. But the Tories are “not adjusted“ to the 
changed “external situation.” The smaller coun- 
tries have rights now. “If the United States of 
America established an industry in Great Britain 
we would not let the American Congress say 
what was to be done about it.” Although the 
Tories do not know, what the Tories really mean 
when they talk of force is—and here his voice 
rises to a bull roar—‘WAR, WAR, WAR.” 

The crowd roars back. No, Bevans says, that 
is not the solution. There is another solution. 
Small countries, like Persia or Egypt, have a 
right to manage their own affairs. But—and here 
his voice rises again—THEY HAVE NO RIGHT 
to deny the rest of the world what the world 
needs to live: oil or communications. Thus the 
matter must be settled within the world organi- 
zation, the United Nations. This is the real solu- 
tion. 

The crowd seems entirely satisfied by this 
“<eolution” and Bevan shifts to firmer ground. 
He recalls, bitterly and vividly, the miseries of 
unemployment in the Thirties, and points with 
genuine pride to the raised standards of living 
for the workers, and the social services under 
the Socialists. The crowd responds with violent 
enthusiasm. and as Bevan ends his speech and 
sits down, it is clear that here is a politician 
of stature. a man who must be reckoned with. 

From this view of Bevan in action, and from 
a previous personal contact, certain impressions 
emerge. First, Bevan is neither a would-be dic- 
tator nor the leader of an anti-American crusade. 
He has a nitch for power, certainly, but he is not 
of the stuff of which dictators are made. As for 
the anti-Americanism of the Bevanites, this has 


been wildly exaggerated. There are occasional 
pin pricks, certainly, but also occasional bouquets. 
According to those who have followed closely, 
anti-Americanism is in no sense a serious issue 
in this election. 

Yet Bevan should be taken seriously by 
Americans all the same. For this brilliant man 
has now become the focus for wishful thinking 
among a minority of Socialists as Chamberlain 
once was among a majority of Conservatives. 
Bevan's “solution” for the creeping dry rot in the 
Middle East is no more a real solution than 
Chamberlain’s was at Munich. And just as Cham- 
berlain’s Conservatives put business as usual be- 
fore national security, so the Bevanites are put- 
ting free dentures before the armed strength 
necessary to survival. 

What is really surprising, in this tired, war- 
battered country is not that there are Bevanites, 
but that there are so few of them. The fact is 
that the British are still basically united on the 
essential points—the need to rearm, and the 
need to maintain the Anglo-American alliance. 
For they know instinctively that if the dry rot 
continues much longer, if Britain ceases to be a 
great power, it will be nonsense to talk of free 
false teeth—or even a tolerable standard of liv- 
ing—for the people on this crowded island. 

One suspects that Aneurin Bevan himself is 
fully aware of this, and would act on the knowl- 
edge if he ever attained the power he seeks. 
Even so, it is well to remember that the sort 
of wishful thinking and flaccidity we ourselves 
have recently displayed in the Middle East could 
render a left-wing brand ef appeasement a real 
force in England, which has traveled so long and 
sO weary a road that the temptation to appease 
is wholly natural.

Court Told 
Of Silver in 
Robins Theft 


MACON, Oct. 22—(4)—A radar 
repairman at Warner Robins Air 
Base testified to seeing $10,000 
worth of silver at the home of 
Merritt N. Andrews as the trial 
of eight men charged with con- 
spiring to steal from the Govern- 
ment entered its second week in 
United States District Court Mon- 
day. 

Ellis E. Mellett, radar repair- 
man, said he worked part time 
with Andrews repairing commer- 
cial radios and that last April 
Andrews invited him to his house 
to see the silver.

He said Andrews told of 
having his house searched by in- 
vestigators but that he was always 
tipped off by Peter Seasor, who is 
under indictment in another case 
but not on trial now. 

Louis Rosenberg of the Simons 
plating Company in Atlanta told 
of buying about $6,000 worth of 
silver from Stanton from May, 
1950, through February, 1951. 
Stanton told him that the silver 
was surplus Government property, 
he said. 

Rosenberg also identified two 
bars of silver which he said he 
bought from Stanton and which he 
turned over to the FBI.

CANDIDATES EYED 


From the time the campaign 
begins the law forces a candidate 
to become a model of circumspec- 
tion. Every penny that he or his 
agents spend is charged against 
him. 

He mav not buy a lunch for a 
friend who is a voter in his con- 
stituency nor can he stand a con- 
vivial round in his favorite pub, 
Those who live outside their con- 
stituencies and live in a hotel dur- 
ing the campaign period usually 
refrain even from tipping thé 
waiter lest they be suspected of 
seeking to suborn a voter. 

No candidate may dress his sup- 
porters in uniform nor may be 
hire a band to drum up a crowd 
for a street corner meeting or lead 
his followers to a polling station. 
The use of automobiles also is 
strictly limited on election day. 


AUTO USE RESTRICTED 


There is no restriction on the 
use of one’s own automobile for 
one’s own use or for that of one’s 
immediate household. But on elec- 
tion day it is illegal to pick up a 
friends and take him to the polling 
booth even if it’s raining. This 
restriction does not incidentally 
apply to horses and buggies and 
oxcarts. 

All this tends to restrict and 
limit discussion, To make matters 
‘worse Britain has a radio mo- 
‘nopoly in the government-owned 
British Broadcasting Corporation, 
Obvicusly a state-owned. broad- 
casting company cannot take sides 
in a political campaign. But un- 
fortunately the BBC’s solution to 
this problem has been to make 
believe that no election campaign 
exists. 


RADIO DISINTERESTED 


This year it allowed five 30- 
minute broadcasts to each of the 
major political parties, granted 
the Liberals 30 minutes of radio 
time and barred the Communists 
completely from the air. 

Beyond that rationed political 
debate the BBC never allowed its 
microphones to be sullied by any 
reference to the campaign either 
in its news bulletins or on any| 
programs. Nothing that Church-| 
ill, Clement Attlee or any candi- 
date said at public meetings was. 
ever reported on the air. 

The BBC went even further and 
canceled several broadcasts that 
had been scheduled for fear poli- 
tics might rear its ugly head. For 
instance, a church service was 
canceled. because the BBC learned 
that in his sermon the preacher 
was going to refer to a divine, 
dead these 100 vears, as the “first 
Christian Socialist.”

The Aggie mentor said he was 
making no attempt to defend the 
player’s action but declared he 
was certain the illegality of the 
block was unintentional. He said 
Smith failed to keep his hands 
on his chest, as stipulated in the 
rules. 

Bright, the nation’s leading 
ground gainer of all time, was 
taken from the game with a 


movies in a regularly scheduled 
meeting but took no official rec- 
ognition of the controversy. 

“We look upon it as just an- 
other football incident,” one 
cabinet member told newsmen. 
He said no formal protest had 
been made to the Missouri Val- 
ley Conference and that the cab- 
inet would take no action unless 
a protest was presented to Okla- 
homa A&M officials.

We went to ride around itn North Fulton 
‘County with a Department of Public Welfare 
caseworker and the day had barely started when 
we began to feel desperately sorry for social 
workers in general and for her in particular. 
The day was one of the special lovely ones 
when you know rich, exciting things could 
happen—but all that happened to her was the 
growing weight of poverty and misery and gov- 
ernment red tape: Every house we visited added 
to this load and we looked at her face and 
marvelled that she coulf@l still laugh and chat 
between houses. 

There were sick people and hungry people 
and poorly housed people and over it all—in 
the midst of a scarlet and gold fall day—there 
was the faint, sour smell of poverty. We knew 
that smell of old and we knew that the kind of 
people who go with it are the stringy, lifeless 
ones who whine when they talk, who greet you 
with a complaint and part from you with a 
lament. We had a desperate, frustrated feeling 
that they had never had anything and would 
never have anything and the little old age check 
they would get was somehow a wicked joke. It 
bought them nothing but a tantalizing taste of 
the comfort and plenty they would never know. 

We spoke to our friend, the social worker, 
about it and she gave us an odd, searching Yook. 


“I guess I'd better take you to see the 
S’s,” she said, mentioning their name. “I 
don’t really have to call on them today but 
sometimes I just run by anyhow. They’re 
on our way and they'll make you see things 
in a little better light.” 


The little house was on a windswept, sun- 
drenched hill. In the front yard a man in faded. 
clean overalls lay on the grass digging in a 
flower bed with a trowel. Off to the side of the 
house under a tree one of the tiniest women we 
had ever seen was flailing the yard with an 
old-fashioned brush broom. They both stopped 
what they were doing and hailed us delightedly 
and then we saw the man lay on his grass be- 
cause he was a cripple with withered legs he 


had to drag behind him as he crawled forward 
to meet us. The woman was not really tiny hut 
she was so badly crippled she had to walk in 
a squatting position. It was not until 20 minutes 
later when she mentioned it as a joke, that we 
learned the man was also blind. 

Talking gaily, they urged us into the house— 
the cleanest, brightest little house we have ever 
seen. The scrubbed pine floors were the pale 
gold of country butter. Fresh, crisp feed sack 
curtains were at the windows and in the middle 
of a shining red and white checked oil cloth 
cover on the kitchen table was a pitcher full 
of petunias and marigolds and zinnias out of 
the yard. Even the pots hanging on the walis 
were muirror-bright. 

In the front room our hosts talked cheerfully 
of a dozen things. They were pleased to have 
company and neither of them mentioned their 
infirmities or the difficulties of living on the 
sum of $50 a month. They spoke of the good 
preacher they had heard on the radio, a pleasant 
neighbor who had been to call, the weather and 
the progress of the war in Korea, 


The social worker joked with them and 
during the few moments she sat in their 
little house we could see the lines of tension 
ease out of her face. They went a little way 
with us when we were ready to go to show 
us their favorite view from the hilltop and 
although the husband could neither walk 
nor see from the expression on his face you 
knew that he owned the view as much as 
any man. 


When we drove away we no longer felt 
sorry for our social worker friend. Filling out 
forms and working out impossible budgets 
might keep her up half the night. She might 
despair because the paltry sum she _ could 
authorize for most families was enough to keep 
them from dying but not enough to keep them 
alive. But then she would remember the S’s 
and know that the $50 a month, coupled with 
courage and superhuman will-power, is pro- 
viding the abundant life,

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Begin Christmas Shopping 
Now for Holiday Plants 


By YOLANDE GWIN . 


With just two months before its time to say “Merry Christmas” 
shopping days should be planned to include some plant buying. 

Plants as gifts are numerous, and it is an easy job to star 
some now—especially the blooming kinds—for holiday giving. 


For the amateur, it would be 
well to consult a professional 
for that old-time Christmas fa- 
vorite, the poinsettia. This plant 
is a little hard to grow without 


benefit of a greenhouse. 

“Professional care is neces- 
sary, because these plants need 
an even temperature,” accord- 
ing to one of Atlanta experts, 
George Newberry. “The plants, 
of course, can be grown, but 
they are not among the experi- 
mental plants for the amateur. 
They are very moody.” 

All experts agree, however, 
that this plant, when obtained 
should be given a sunny, well- 
ventilated location in the home. 
To guard against the shedding 
of leaves, avoid subjecting it to 
draft or sudden changes of room 
temperature or humidity. A 
room temperature of 60 to 70 
degrees suits these plants best. 

In addition to the poinsettia, 
there are also some tried and 
true plants good for Christmas 
giving. They are bulbs such as 
narcissus hyacinths, and ama- 
ryllis. 

About this time, and certain- 
ly no later, since there is a 


coldness already foreseen, dry 
some flowers for all winter or- 


namentation. Remember that 
all leaves should be removed. 
Gather the flowers into small 
bunches, tying the stems to- 
gether securely. at the 
end. Hang them upside down 
in an airy, cool dark place to 
remain until they are perfectly 
dry. Strings used for tying the 
stems should be examined and 
tightened occasionally, as the 
stems shrink while drying. 

Florists can be consulted as 
to the blooming time of many 
plants in the event that a holi- 
day donor can buy rather than 
grow the plants. 

For a hobbyist, starting an 
orchid collection won’t run the 
budget up too high, and gifts to 
this flower-minded person are 
numerous. 

Even though a gift plant or 
flower won’t live or bloom long- 
er than the holidays, choice of 
a container is wise Christmas

One of Three Want To Lose Weight 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

A national poll, taken this 
year, revealed that .30,000 adult 
Americans want to take off 
weight. Walking down the 
street, every third adult person 
you pass thinks he, or she, 
would like to lose some pound- 
age. 

Those figures tally with the 
statistics on overweight which 
show that more than 25,000,000 
are at least 10 percent above 
ideal weight; an average of 20 
excess pounds per person. 

What is back of this prepon- 
derance of overweight? Of 
course we love to eat, ard hate 
to exercise, but it’s more than 
that. While we talk fondly of 
the “good old days,” actually 


few of us would care to go back 
to the rigors of the back porch 
pump, and the old fashioned in- 
conveniences.

Foreseen in 


December 


Filling of Production Quotas 
by Year End Held as Reason 


The auto industry’s production prospects continue to 


hold more than normal interes 

More than a few industry ana- 
lysts hold the view that October 
and November output will keep 
most assembly lines occupied. At 
the same time the belief is ex- 
pressed there will be factory shut- 
downs in the final month of the 


year. This will result, they say, 
because production quotas will be 
filled before the year end. 

Even with some work suspen- 
sions, however, the view persists 
that this year’s total passenger car 
production will go over the 5,250,- 
000 mark. That, with an indicated 
truck output of 1,400,000 vehicles, 
would make 1951 the industry’s 
second best in production volume. 

The record, of course, was made 
last year when more than 8,003,- 
000 cars and trucks were built in 
United States factories. The total 
included some 6,665,000 passenger 
cars. 

Here and there you still can note 
some instances of car retailers ad- 
vertising high trade-in allowances 
or new cars at “old prices,” mean- 
ing recently authorized price in- 
creases are not being applied. This 
does not reflect a general condi- 
tion in the automobile market. The 
imminence of some new models is 
causing some would-be purchasers 
to delay ordering new cars right 
now. But the demand is running 
pretty close to the supply for most 
makes. In some instances sales are 
heavier than output. 

Present indications are that pro- 
duction will fall far behind retail 
deliveries in December. The fac- 
tories have been authorized to 
build 1,100,000 passenger cars dur- 
ing the October-December quar- 
ter. If present production rates are 
maintained, slightly more than 
800,000 ¢ars would be built in the 
two months ending Nov. 30. 

Some experts say another 300,- 
000 cars will not be built in De- 
cember. Even if they are, the vol- 
ume will not be sufficient to keep 
all assembly lines operating. 

Last week the factories built 91,- 
679 cars and 24,335 trucks. In the 
preceding week, 91,213 cars and 
23.736 trucks were assembled. So 
far this year 4,532,492 cars and 
1,202,581 trucks have been built. 
In last year’s same period 5,434,- 
205 cars and 1,083,647 trucks were 
completed.

A Safe Alternative 


Being in the newspaper busi- 
ness myself, I appreciate your 
' column very much writes a 
' reader, but in this particular 
| case-the title of yeur article is 

“There’s a Safe Alternative for 
| Tonsillectomy” although you do 

not explain what the safe alter- 
| Native is. We are faced with a 
| tonsillectomy for our boys this 
| Fall but, naturally, if there is a | 
safe alternative, we would pre- 
fer to use it, having lost a child 
under anesthetic some _ eight 
years ago we do not want to go 
through the same _ experience 
again ... (R. D’A). 

The title I wrote was simply 
“The .Tonsil Problem”’—but in 
the course of the article I did 
say there’s a safe alternative for 


tonsillectomy: diathermy, elec- 
trocoagulation. 

Diathermy  (electro-coagula- 
tion), which is not “burning” or 
cauterizing, is usually not ap- 
plicable for children under 10 
years of age, because young chile 
dren will not or cannot co-oper- 
ate with the physician. 

Happily, the tonsils of chil- 
dren under 10 years of age are 
usually merely enlarged, rarely 
infected. 

For’ merely enlarged tonsils 
instantaneous removal of the 
portion obstructing nasal pas- 
sage or throat, by means of the 
tonsilotome, is a safe alterna- 
tive for the major operation 
known as tonsillectomy—the at- 
tempt to remove every bit of 
tonsil tissue from the throat. 

In my opinion tonsillotomy 
achieves everything that tonsil- 
lectomy can possibly achieve in 
such cases and with virtually no 
risk to the patient’s life. 

I maintain that there is no 
scientific or rational ground for 
the concept of many old tim- 
ers,in practice that tonsil tissue 
in the throat either before op- 
eration or after operation is in 
any way a menace to the safety 
and health of the individual. 
Chant they’re all out of step but 
Johnny, if you will, but if I’m 
wrong about this it is the duty 
of the old timers to bring for- 
ward evidence to support their 
morbid concept, if they have any 
evidence. 

Another safe alternative for 
| tonsillectomy in many instances, 
| particularly when enlarged or 
overgrown tonsil (lymphoid, 
roundcell) tissue in the throat 
causes obsthruction of the eusta- 
chian tubes and impairment of 
hearing, is X-ray or radium 
emanation (radon) treatment,

roads. Long before that time, my father became a leader 
in the Good Roads movement. Then, in 1918, he 
pioneered the Ship-by-Truck movement, which gave 
impetus to the development of the trucking industry. 
When I was a young man, he impressed.on me the 
necessity of always keeping our highway system adequate 
to meet the growing needs. Perhaps that is why I am 
especially concerned with the serious situation which we 


face today. 


Most of our highways were designed and built when 
car speeds were low, when truck loads were light and 


‘when the volume of motor travel was small: Twenty-five 
years ago, there were twenty million motor vehicles. 
‘Today, there are nearly fifty-two million cars, trucks and 
buses. During the past quarter of a century little has 
been done to expand our highway system to keep pace 


with the growth in traffic volume. As a matter of fact, 


Re many of our highways are worn out that conditions 
lare nearly as bad today as they were in 1926. 


Competent authorities say that it will take four to 
six billion dollars a year for the next ten years to build 
essential roads, to modernize existing highways and to 
maintain our present system in satisfactory condition. 
This gives us some comprehension of the magnitude of 
the task that lies ahead. 


In an effort to prevent accidents, so many stop signs 
and traffic lights have been installed that driving has 
become laborious and slow. In many of our large cities 
traffic is so heavy that it is sometimes faster to walk 
than to ride. The answer seems to lie in the construction 
of wider streets and express highways rather than ‘in 
trying to make horse-and-buggy streets serve hundred- 
horsepower needs. : 


Another big-city problem is parking. Street parking 
narrows down the available lanes for traffic flow. Per- 
haps skyscraper parking buildings with a narrow tax- 
able frontage on the street or underground parking 
garages will be the ultimate answer. 


All too many accidents involve drivers less than 
twenty-one years old. Every high school should provide 
a course in driver training. The basic principles of safety

which are learned by young people during their forma- 
tive years are likely to remain with them throughout 


their lives. 


Accidents also can be reduced among adult drivers 
by marking roads and streets with warning signs and 
other devices that will promote careful driving. 


Among the principal‘ causes of accidents are unsafe 
vehicles. But America’s great nationwide network of 
automobile, gasoline and tire dealers with their un- 
matched repair and replacement facilities makes it easy 
to keep your car in safe driving condition at all times. 


In these critical days, when the defense needs of the 
nation demand the utmost efficiency in our transporta- 
tion system, when materials and manpower are so scarce 
that the conservation of both becomes a national neces- 
sity, it is imperative that we concentrate our attention 
on the chaotic conditions into which our traffic system 
has fallen as a result of long neglect and the tremendous _ 
increase in motor vehicle travel. To delay any longer 
is to invite disaster which may cost thousands of lives 
and billions of dollars. 


All of us can make valuable personal contributions 
to the cause of highway safety by keeping our cars or 
trucks in safe driving condition and by supporting all 
measures which will speed up traffic, increase safety and 
conserve essential manpower and materials. We should 
remember that our highways are vital to the future of 
our country and all of us should do everything within 
our power to promote the cause of highway transporta- 
tion and highway safety. 
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
